As is true in many states, primary 
elections in D.C.are limited to vot¬ 
ers registered in support of a party. 
The DC instructions say, “Only indi¬ 
viduals registered in the Democratic, 
Republican, and DC Statehood Green 
parties will be permitted to vote their 
party’s ballot”. 

Voters who did not state a party 
preference on their voter registra¬ 
tion — often done years ago - usu¬ 
ally termed “Independents,” can 
vote with everyone else in the General 
Election Nov. 4, 2008, but not in the 
primary Sep. 9. 

Deadline for original registration 
or changing terms of your registration 
or your address or name was Aug. 11. 
For the general election the deadline 
for changes will be Oct. 6. 


The National Capital Framework Plan, 
“a joint effort of NCPC and the U.S.

Nationals Park has received the U.S. ® 
Green Building Councils National Capi¬ 
tal Regions prestigious Project of the Year 
award Nationals Park was one of the 
most ambitious projects ever to achieve 
certification. The ballpark received 34 
points toward LEED Certification for 
green design elements such as: 

H Using high efficiency field lighting, 
which saves 21 percent over typical 
field lighting. 

■ Installing water conserving plumb¬ 
ing fixtures, which saves 3.6 million 
gallons of water per year and reduces 
overall water consumption by 30 


percent. 

Using air-cooled chillers instead of 
water-cooled chillers which will save 
another 6 million gallons of water 
per year.
